S tates today discounted R ussia’* 
decision to halt tem porarily its nu­ 
clear tests, without waiting for in­ 
ternational agreem ent.

The three men inside the two- 
story brick building were control 
board operators. Today the build­ 
ing was to have undergone repairs 
and there would have been IOO 
m en in it, officials of the Union 
C arbide Co., a division of Carbide 
Chem icals Corp., said. 
D am age was estim ated at over 
a million dollars The blast, which 
shook buildings 12 miles away at 
G alveston, took place three miles 
from the harbor where explosions 
fires and a tidal wave killed some 
560 persons in 1947. 
Liquid oxygen and liquid nitro­ 
gen were made in the building for 
use in producing polyethelene, a 
plastic. 
The explosion was believed to 
have occurred in a cracking unit.

Farm Bill 


President Defends Benson; Measure 
Sought to Freeze Price Supports 


WASHINGTON WI - President 
Eisenhower today vetoed a bill to 
freeze farm 
price supports and 
acreage allotm ents at last y ear’s 
levels. 
The bill, strongly endorsed by 
m any farm state Republican and 
D em ocratic m em bers of Congress, 
was an attem pt to block cutbacks 
ordered and planned by Agricul 
ture Secretary Ezra Taft Benson. 
Supporters of the m easure have 
conceded they do not have the 
votes needed to override the Pres­ 
ident’s veto. 
A two thirds m ajor­ 
ity in both houses is necessary to 
override a veto. 
The bill sought to freeze all 1958 
price supports and 1959 planting 
allotm ents at not less than 1957 
levels. 
This would have reversed 
cuta ordered by Benson for nine 
farm com modities, including dairy 
products, wheat, rice, beans and 
several feed grains. It also would 
have prevented 1959 acreage cuts 
for cotton and rice. 
The President, in rejecting the 
congressional move, again defend­ 
ed his 
controversial agriculture 
secretary. 
The President said that “ what 
the farm economy needs is a thaw 
rath er than a freeze.” 
Lilt Bill’a Consequences 
“ Im provem ents have been made 
in 
farm 
legislation 
in 
recent 
y ears,” he said. 
“ The keys to 
these im provem ents have been ex­ 
pansion of m arkets and greater 
opportunity for our farm people to 
exercise their 
own sound judg­ 
m ent.” 
He proposed 
to further these 
aim s with a five-point program 
of his own. 
He said m any farm 
problem s could be 
alleviated if 


Congress acted on the proposals 
which he set forth in his special 
farm message to Congress last Jan 
16. 
The President said the vetoed 
bill would have had “ such con 
sequences as these” : 


“ I. It would pile up more farm 
products 
in 
government 
ware 
houses. 
“ 2 It would restrict the growth 
of markets. 
” 3. It would postpone the day 
when agriculture can he released 
from 
the straight-jacket of con­ 
trols. 
“4. It would by-pass the prob 
lems of the small operator who 
produces so little for sale that 
price supports have scant m ean­ 
ing. 
“ 5. It would hold up the needed 
transition to modern parity and 
would in fact disregard the p ar­ 
ity principle. 
“ 6. It would be unfair to those

Proposal for 
Ban Announced 
By Gromyko 


Action Follows 
Completion of 
Tests in Siberia 


MOSCOW U P) — Russia today 
imposed a halt to its tests of "all 
form of nuclear weapons.” 
The ban was proposed before 
the Suprem e Soviet by Foreign 
M inister Andrei Gromyko. 


A fter some debate, the Suprem e 
Soviet unanim ously approved the 
plan. 


But if the United States, Britain 
and other nuclear powers fail to 
take a sim ilar step, the Soviet Un­ 
ion said it "naturally” would have 
to reconsider the action in "the 
interests of its security,” 
"The Council of M inisters pro­ 
poses that as a first step the Soviet 
Union unilaterally stop tests of all 
forms of nuclear weapons,” Gro­ 
myko said. 


He did not mention a date when 
the proposed ban should take ef­ 
fect. 


Announces New Cabinet 
The Soviet move comes at a time 
when the Russians are reported to 
have com pleted the latest in a aer­ 
ies of nuclear and thermonuclear 
weapons tests in their Siberian and 
Arctic testing grounds and just be­ 
fore the United States is scheduled 
to start a new test series of It* 
own at Emwclok in the Pacific. 
The foreign m inister put forward 
the dram atic proposal of Nikita 
K hrushchev’s new cabinet after a 
pream ble in which he charged Rus­ 
sia was the only one of the three 
atomic powers ready to agree on a 
ban. 


It came on the same day that 
new Prem ier Khrushchev present­ 
ed his cabinet list to the Supreme 
Soviet. 
This list named former 
Prem ier Nikolai Bulganin to the 
relatively unim portant post of pres­ 
ident of the state hank and pro­ 
moted K hrushchev protege F. R. 
Koslov to the rank of first deputy 
prem ier. 
Gromyko said the W est wa* try­ 
ing —- by its attem pt to make 
"clean” bombs — to divert atten­ 
tion from the main problem : 
The 
choice between peace and war. 
Calls It "Classical Step” 
"There are some people In the 
United States who think atom and 
H-bombs are necessary to prevent 
war and they are trying to make 
it seem that atomic bomba are for 
the good of the people,” he laid. 
"This construction is alien to 
the interests of peace and man­ 
kind.” 
It was assumed the Soviet ban 
would take effect from the moment 
the Suprem e Soviet gave itc ap­ 
proval. 
Gromyko did not set a time limit 
on how long the ban would last. 
"W e realize that an ending of 
tests does not yet avert the dan­ 
ger of w ar,” he said. 
The foreign m inister described 
the Soviet gesture as a "classical 
step" toward* relaxing internation­ 
al tension. 
"If the test ban turns out to bo 
a cold shower for the hot head* 
of NATO, then that alone is a good 
point,” he said. 
Gromyko said it was the chief 
aim of Russia "to reach an agree­ 
ment with other powers on an un­ 
conditional ban on all types of 
atomic and hydrogen weapons, the 
ending of their production and 
com plete destruction of existing 
stocks with appropriate control.”

Both Guthrie and Civil Aeronau­ 
tics Authority officials at Idlewild 
Airport said there was no violation 
of flying rules in the head-on en 
counter and that no complaint or 
investigation would be nlade. CAA
